Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sato et 
al. (US 5779686). Sato et al. disclose a remote controlled medical instrument 
comprising wire section (2) inserted into a body (8) and equipped with an actuator (3) 
for treating internal objects at a front end, and remote control section (7) for controlling 
the actuator outside of the body; wherein the wire section includes, a wire coupled with 
the actuator at the front end thereof; and a tube for passing the wire and the actuator 
therein a freely entering and exiting manner; and wherein the remote control section 
includes, a rod-shaped main body having a hollow inside, an operating member, 
coupled to the main body so as to be slidable in longitudinal direction of the main body, 
for entering and exiting the actuator into and from tube by sliding, and a pinching 
mechanism (11), built in the main body and coupled to the operating member, for 
detachably pinching a rear end of the wire. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/2/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Sato does not show a clip member, a coupling 
member and a sliding member as claimed. Applicant states that Sato shoes a pressing 
plate that holds one end of a wire when it is locked inside slider 6. Applicant maintains 
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that if pressing plate 1 1 of Sato is interpreted to be a clip member then Sato does not 
show a coupling member and does not anticipate claim 2. Applicant goes on state that 
if pressing plate 1 1 of Sato is interpreted to be a coupling member, Sato does not show 
a clip member as claimed and does not anticipate claim 2. Examiner maintains that the 
pressing plate 1 1 is the clip member and coupling member as claimed. The pressing 
plate reads on the claimed limitations since the claim recites the clip member as part of 
the coupling member.
